The criticism of Treasurer Park, who is ex- 
offfcio bank examiner, by opposing attorney, 
ls under the facts of this case undeserved 
and unjust in the extreme.

Four coppers were found in his cloth- 
ing, and a notebook which gave a 
number of addresses but no names. A 
kit of toels which Gillette carried with 
him to the sleeping hall indicated that 
he was a street umbrella mender. 

At 3 o'clock in the morning the night 
clerk heard Gillette moaning in pain, 
and went to his relief. It was then 
that he mumbled something to the ef- 
fect that he had taken wood alcohol 
by mistake, but fell. asleep later, ap- 
parently relieved of pain. He was 
found dead in his bed when the night 
clerk called him. 

Gillette appeared to be 60 years old, 
and was thought by Coroner Thompson 
to be a confederate veteran, but no one 
has been able to identify him further 
than by the name of Gillette.

GRIGGS FAVORS 
PARCELS POSTS 


Georgian Introduces a Bill 
Providing for Limited 
System. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 28.—(Special.)— 
Judge J. M. Griggs today introduced a 
bill providing for a limited parcels post 
System in the United States. It is prac- 
tically the same measure as that recom- 
mended by Postmaster General Meyer 
in his annual report, and explained by 
him in his address before the fourth- 
class postmasters’ convention in Atlanta 
last summer, 

The bill provides: 

“Section |. That beginning July |, 1908, 
there shall be a parcels post limtted to 
12 pounds on every rural route in the 
United States. Said parcels post shall be 
confined exclusively to the 
upon which the parcel originates, and 
its rural route connections, and shall 
not extend beyond said route upon which 
it originates and routes with which said 
route connects directly, without the in- 
tervention of railway majl service, star 
route, messenger or any other form of 
mail service. 

“Ser. 2. The rate of postage on such 
packages shall be 5 cents for packages 
weighing not more than 3 pounds, 7 cents 
for packages weighing not more than 5 
pounds, 10 cents for packages weighing 
more than 5 and not more than 8 pounds, 
and I5 cents for all packages weighing 
more than 8 and not more than 12 
pounds.”

(UNIFORM RATES. 
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ON STATE ROAD 


All Big Lines To ? Put on Tao 
and. a Half Cent Basis, 


ORDER SOON TO BE ISSUED 


Rates on Western and Atlantic and 
West Point to Be Increased from 
2 Cents, and Those on Geor- 
gia and Coast Line from 
2 1-4 Cents. 


As exclusively predicted in The Com 
stitution several weeks ago, that all of 
the standard railroads in Georgia would 
be put on a 21-2 cent per mile basis, 
it may be announced with certainty 
that this step is soon to be taken. 

The matter, it may be authoritatively 
stated, is no longer involved in doubt, 
and within a few weeks an order may 
be expected from the railroad commis- 
sion directing this change, effective 
probably on April 1, the date on which 
the Southern railway's mileage agree- 
ment goes into effect. 

The railroad commission has not is- 
sued any formal order on the subject, 
nor has there yet been any formal con- 
sideration of it by that body. 

Nevertheless, the fact that this uni- 
form rate is coming cannot be ques- 
tioned. 


Increase in Some Rates. 


The effect of the order will be to per- 
mit an increase in the passenger rates 
charged on the Western and Atlantic 
and Atlanta and West Point railroads 
from 2 to 21-2 cents, and of the rates 
now in force on the Georgia railroad 
and the Atlantic Coast Line, from 2 t-4 
to 21-2 cents. 

The 2 and 2 !|-4 cents rates were fixed 
by the Terrell administration, and 
went into effect September 2, 1907. 

While there has been no formal con- 
ference relative to the increase to a 
uniform rate of 21-2 cents, such as 
prevails on the Southern, Central of 
Georgia, Seaboard Air Line and Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida, the matter 
has sufficiently shaped up to authorize 
the statement that this change will be 
made and sanctioned by order of the 
railroad commission. 

It is expected that, in consideration 
of this action on the part of the state, 
the railroads affected will put on 2,000, 
1000 and 500-mile books at the same 
rates as agreed to by the Southern, 
namely 2 and 21-4 cents. Ultimately 
interchangeable mileage is looked for 
on this basis. 

The 21-2 cent rate’ wil affect only 
those roads upon which reductions 
have been ordered by the commission, 
and the short lines will continue to 
charge the 3-cent rate as at present, 
or such rate -as has already been au- 
thorized.

SESSION OF THE SENATE. 


‘Committee to Investigate Mining 
Disasters in United States. 


Washington, January 28.—The senate 
today disposed of a large number of 
minor bills on the calendar and resumed 
consideration of the bill to revise the 
criminal code of the United States. Sen- 
ator Heyburn was anxious to continue 
consideration of the code bill of which 
he is in charge, until more progress 
should be made, but an adjournment 
was taken at 4:16 p. m. 

A joint resolution appointing a com-- 
mittee of sig senators and six repre- 
sentatives to investigate the recent min- 
ing disasters in the United States was 
passed by the senate. The resolution 
was amended to limit to $75,000 the 
amount of money that may be expended 
for the investigation. 

The senate adopted a joint resolution 
allowing service in the navy and in the 
naval academy to be counted by army 
officers in their forty years’ service 
necessary for voluntary retirement. “A 
bill providing that officers of the army 
on the retired list whose rank has been 
advanced by the law shall be entitled 
to commissions in accordance with such 
advancel rank also was passed. 

Among the other bills passed by the 
senate was one granting leaves of ab- 
sence to homesteaders on _ irrigation 
lands during periods when there is no 
water, and another providing for the re- 
organization of the medical department 
of the navy. It gives contract civillan 
surgeons regular positions in the medi- 
cal corps. Similar bills have been pass- 
ed by the senate in former congresses, 
but failed of passage in the house. 


TRUST EMPLOYEES PROSPER. 


Profit Sharing Plan of Steel Com- 
bine Yields G5 Per Cent. 


New York, January 28.—An extra 
dividend of approximately 65 per cent 
will be made to the employees of the 
United States Steel Corporation, who, 
under the profit-sharing plan of the 
company, took preferred stock in the 
company five years ago and still hold 
it. The stock was sold to employees 
in 1903 at $825Q a share, and they 
were allowed to pay for it in instal- 
ments, at the same time receiving the 
regular 7 per cent interest. In addition 
to this it was announced that an ad- 
ditional 5 per cent a year would be 
paid to each employee who kept his 
stock for five years, this sum to be 
paid at the end of the period. In case 
any employee sold or otherwise dis- 
posed of stock this bonus was to go 
into a fund for the benefit of the em- 
ployees who retained their stock. It 
is said that, including this bonus, each 
share of stock will have paid its 
owner during the five years $125.40, 
or $42.90 more than the original cost. 
The object of the sharing plan was to 
keep men in the @¢mploy of the com- 
pany and to give them a personal in- 
terest in the success of the business, 
and it is said it has been very suec- 
cessful.

The Southern railway, through its 
counsel, Judge McWhorter, paid off all 
claims in the suit, amounting to approx- 
imately $5,000, ang the court allowed 
the attorneys and receivers a sum of 
about $2,000, ¢he total amount of claims 
and costs approximating $7,000. 

The Southern railway is now in chargé 
of the Tallulah Falls road, and the suits 
were dismissed by Judge Kimsey and 
the receivers discharged. First Vice 
President A. B. Andrews is at the head 
of the Tallulah Falls road, ana Mr. Dod- 
son is in charge of transportation. 

The Tallulah Falls railway promises 
to become a very Important link In the 
chain of roads owned and operated by 
the Southern railway.

BUSINESS OFF 
FOR RAILROADS 


Officials Have Informal Gath- 
ering and Discuss 
the Situation. 


Railroad business has fallen off from 
20 to 30 per cent since the first of Jan- 
uary, according to a gathering of rail- 
road managers in the office of. Presi- 
dent C. A. Wickersham, of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad, yesterday 
morning. 

The meeting was not called by any 
one for any specia: purpose, but a num- 
ber of prominent railroad men hap- 
pened in the city,and asis their custom 
gathered at the offwe of President 
Wickersham for a general discussion 
of the situation. 

Those at the meeting were: =e ° 
Maise, general manager of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia; J. T. Johnson, gen- 
eral superintendent of the Central of 
Georgia; W. N. Royall, general man- 
ager of the Atlantic Coast Line: T. F. 
Whittlesey, genera] manager of the 
Seaboard Air Line: W. S. Brand, su- 
perintendent of the Georgia railroad: S. 
F’. Parrott, vice president and general 
manager of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad; Horace Baker, general 
manager of the Queen and Crescent: J. 
R. Copeland, manager of the Eeastern, 
Central, Middle and Western divisions 
of the Southern, and @. A. Wickersham, 
president of the Atlanta and West Point 
and the Western of Alabama. 

The general situation as pertains to 
railroads was generally discussed, and 
a number of managers produced audi- 
tor’s reports showing just where the 
decreases are being shown in earnings. 

They all agreed that in order to make 
both ends meet something radical would 
have to be done. 

“The passenger and freight rates are 
being reduced in the south,’ said one 
manager, “and we have no way to re- 
coup. The raflroad commission compels 
us to operate as mang trains under the 
reduced fare rates as formerly: we must 
keep up our tracks and equipment, and 
there is only one way open to recourse, 
and that is’ salary reduction for all, 
from the president on down. 

“It seems that every financial faflure 
finally lands on the railroads, and we 
Jose if it is a bank disaster, a wreck 
or loss of confidence in any enterprise.” 

No action was taken by these rail- 
road men, and a simple discussion of 
affairs was all that transpired.
